The  t'wo  positive  results  shewed  the  presence  of 
B.Coli  in  10  c.c's.,  and  were  obtained  in  January,  since  ■ 
vfnen  the  quality  of  the  supplies  has  been  maintained 
satisfactorily.  All  piped  supplies  apc  now  filtered  and 
c hi  or  i ns  te  d . 

The  amount  of  v/ater  pumped  during  1942  was  24-5, 800, CD  0 
gallons,  an  Increase  of  48,377,000  gallons  on  1941. 

It  became  necessary  in  October  to  shut  off  the  public 
supply  in  certain  areas  of  the  district  from  6 pm  to  8 am 
daily,  due  to  a falling  off  in  yield  at  the  sources  of 
supply  and  to  increased  c onsumptlon,  and  this  restriction 
is  still  having  to  bc'  maintoined.  Tho  development  of  further 
sources  of  supply  is,  how'over,  being  considered  by  the 
Gouncil.  54  yards  of  4"  main  v/ere  laid  during  the  year. 

Only  two  samples  of  v/ater  were  obtained  from  private  wells 
during  the  year , .ps  it  is  almost  Impossible  to  obtain  tho 
requisite  material  for  piped  supplies  should  this  bo  found 
necessahy.  One  of  the  two  sompios  submitted  v/as  found  to 
be  unsuitable  for  domestic  purposos  both  chemically  ond 
bactoriologicolly .

Housing . 

Under  c-Kisting  conditions  of  lobour  end  raotcrial 
shortages,  the  v^ork  of  the  Canltory  Inspect  or  ’ s ' Dept . is 
seriously  hanpered  in  many  directions,  hut  in  none  more  than 
that  of  house  repairs  and  reconditioning,  and  for  this 
reason  work  carried  out  under  this  head  has  been  reduced 
to  a nininum.  Only  94  inspections  of  dv/clling  houses  for  ' 
defects  have  hocn  made  during  the  year  and  only  three  houses 
have  been  recorded  under  the  Housing  Consolidated  Regulation 
The  difficulties  mentioned  above  account  for  the  bulk  of  the 
notices  shewn  as  not  having  been  complied  with  oi  the  end  of 
the  year.  Onite  apart  from  the  necessity  of,,  dealing  v/ith 
a further  cons iderable  number  of  houses  which  arc  v/orn  out 
or  unfit,  it  will  be  essential , -when  more  normal  conditions 
again  prevc  11 f or  a very  considerable  proportion  of  the 
work  of  the  Dept,  to  be  devoted  to  house  inspection  and 
repair  and  reconditioning  for  somp  long  time  to  come. 

There  were  33  d.vjellings  ovcrcrov/ded  at  the  end  of  the 
"rear,  involving  46  families  and  288  persons.  5 cases, 
invol'.'ing  36  persons,  were  relieved  during  the  year.  No

The  2T  o.nsctisf actorv  samplos  , 5 of  which  were  repeat 
srr.rplcs  , were  ohtcined  from  22  producers  end  retailers.  In 
10  of  those  cases  follov/^-up  work  resulted  in  further  samples 
being  s ;■' t isf  ac t ory  . Onp  producer  ceased  milk  production, 

and  the  renainder  vjero  still  being  dealt  with  at  the  end  of 
the  eor,  visits  having  been  node  to  all  those  farms  concerned 
which  were  v;ithin  the  Urban  Aroo  , Amongst  the  o^cplanations 
given  b,7  producers  for  the  unsatisfactory  quality 
of  tbeir  supplies,  the  one  most  in  evidence  v/os  shortage  of 
labour  and  the  increosed  call  on' available  labour  demanded 
by  the  working  of  extra  plough-land.  This  is  certainly 
h'^ving  some  effect  on  the  quality  of  the  supplies.  It  ought 
not  to  bo  the  cose,  but  I have  found  thot , in  some  coses, 
le-o:-  time  ond  attention  is  being  devote'd  to  sterilisation  of 
utensils  then  formerly.  Skilled  labour  is,  in  many  coses, 

’ec vinr*  to  be  reploced  by  youths  with  no  previous  knov\/ledgG 
of  'j-oiry  for,  .ing  or  of  milk  production.  The  gradual 
coasotion  of  direct  controcts  between  local  producors  and 
r''^-'' a ■ ler s , and  the  diversion  of  supplies  to  wholesale  doiries, 
onerall.-for  processing,  olso  'appears  to  bo  hoving  some 
c'  olerical  effect  on  some  producers,  and  in -my  opinion,' 
the  •.  r-.

of  then  wouid.  none  the  loss  hove  found,  their  way,  through 
various  illicit  channels,  on  to  the  meat  market.  This  is 
one  instance  where  Government  control  of  food,  supplies  has 
been  of  d.ccid.od.  advantage  in  safeguarding  public  health.. 

The  keeping  of  pigs  by  householders  is  increasing, 
and  during  the  year  under  review  inspection  of  slaught'ered 
pigs  has  meant  a considerable  increase  of  work  in  food  . 
inspection.  5S8  pigs  were  slaughtered  during  1942  under 
ministry  of  Pood  licences,,  and  584  of  those  vjc-re,  inspected, 
i.l though  this  meat  is  not,  except  in  very  few  cases',  for 
S'-'le,  the  above  figures  will  shew  that  routine  inspection 
of  the  carcases  is  carried  out.  1022  lbs  of  moat  or  offals 
from  this  source  was  found  to  bo  disoa.sed,  or  unfit  for 
consumption  and  \yos  surrendered  by  the  owners  for  disposal. 

The  meat  is  not  condemned  in  the'  ordinary  \7ay , but  its 
condition,  and  the  dangers  arising  from  consuming  it,  are- 
pointed  out  to  the  householder,  w/ho  is  invited  to  surrender 
it,  and  v/ho , except  in  very  rare  coses,  usually  is  only  too 
glad  to  get  rid  of  it.  These  inspections  hove,  however, 
caused  some  c ofrcspondanco  w/ith  the  Saiall  Pigkeepers  Council 
who,  in  their  first  letter,  pointed  cut  that  the  meat  was 
not  for  sale  and  drew  my  attention  to  the  relevant  passages 
in  the  Public  Health  (L'Icot)  Regulations.  My  vievi/  that 
inspection  was  necessary  in  the  interests  of ' the  householder's 
family,  to  the  .same  extentas  if  the  .meat  hod' been  bought 
in  a butcher's  shop,  eventually  prevailed,  and  I vjos  finally 
’notified  by  the  decretory  to  the  S.P.C.  that  all  their  members 
were  being  advised  to  v/olcome  the  services  offered  by 
oyualified  Meat  Inspectors  employed  b;'  Local  .euthori  ties , 

In  addition  to  the  inspection  of  meat,  a considerable 
amount  of  food  has  been  inspected  at  provision  and  other  shops 
and  the  f^-od  condemned  on  these  visits  is  tabulated  bolov;-

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The  dGcth  rote  of  infants  under  1 year  allows  on  

unhappy  and  unsatisfactory  increase  o^c-r  recent  years,  ^nd 
cor.iparcs  badly  with  the  figure  for  England  and  \'7alos  (49).  ; 

Prematurity  was  again  responsible  for  a high  proportion  of 
the  deaths,  I have  drawn  attention  in  previous  years  to 
the  large  numb  os;  'of  deaths  attributed  to  this  .cause,,  and 
it  appears  to  '40  that  there  is  a v^ido  field  for  investigation, 
into  tho  caus^a  thereof.  I have  no  doubt  that  the  authority 
responsible  for  Maternity  and  Child  hclfare  does  make  some- 
investigation,  but  I suggest  that,  an  intensive  investigation 
might  well  be  made  in  those  particular  cases.  Such  matters 
os  previous  attendance  of  tho  mothers  concerned  at  mnte-natel 
Clinics  or  supervision  during  pregnancy  by  their  ovm  doctors, 
home  condit ions , (embrac ing  financial  considerations, 
employment  or,  otherwise  of  the  mother),  iz  numbor  of  previous 
nregnancics  should  receive  att'.ntion.  In  .miy  opinion,  it 
might  be  worth  whllo  considofing  attempting  to  make  some 
arrangement  with  0 goncro.l  hospital  for  the  automatic  admission 
of  these  infants,  wiuh  the  mother  if  necessary,  so  that  thc- 
most  up-to-date  treatment'  might  bo  hod.  If  oven  one  third  or 
one  half  of  those  infants  could  bo  saved,  there  would,  in  the 
oggrogate,  be  0 verv  considerable  incrc-ose  in  the  number  of 
children  ovoilahlo  for  the  nation.
